A- Rabb (Lord), Rahman (Gracious), Raheem (Merciful) and Malik 
(Master).

3. The Psalms or Zaboor was revealed to Hadhrat Daud (as)

A- 1. Fajr

3. Asr 
4. Maghrib 
5. Isha 

Q15 — What are the timings for the five daily prayers? 

A- 1. Fajr — from dawn to before ten minutes to sunrise. 

2. Zuhr — When sun starts its decline towards west after till 
when the shadow of everything is equal to itself. 

3. Asr — When the shadow of everything is equal to itself till 
when the shadow of everything is double to itself. 

4. Maghrib — After sunset to disappearance of the light. 

5. Isha — After ending of the Maghrib prayer to mid night. 
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Q16 — How many kinds of prayers are in Islam? 
A- There are three kinds of Prayers. 
A- 1. Fardh (These have been enjoined by Allah) 
2. Sunnah — These prayers were offered regularly by the Holy 
Prophet in addition to Fardh prayers. 
3. Nafila Prayers — These are voluntary prayers which could be 
offered any time for blessings except prohibited times. 
Q17 — What are the prohibited times for prayer? 
A- 1. When the sun is rising. 
2. When the sun is directly overhead. 
3. When the sun is setting. 
4. After Asr prayer till the sun sets. 
5. After Fajr prayer until the sun rises. 
Q18 — Which are the prayers without Adhan? 
A- 1. Eid prayer. 
2. Funeral prayer. 
3. Nafila Prayer (Including Tahajjud and Taraweeh prayers) 
Q19 — Who is an Imam? 
A- The person who leads the prayer is called Imam. 
Q20 — Who is Mu’adhin? 
A- The person who calls out the Adhan is called Mu’adhin. 
Q21 -— What is Adhan? 
A- It is the call for prayer. It consists of the following words:- 


ALLAHU AKBAR (four times) 
Allah is the greatest. 


ASH-HADU ALLA ILAHA ILLALLAH (twice) 
| bear witness that there is none worthy of worship except 
Allah. 


ASH-HADU ANNA MUHAMMADAR RASULULLAH (twice) 
| bear witness that Muhammad is the messenger of Allah. 
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HAYYA ’ALASSALAH (twice) 
Come to Prayer. 


HAYYA ’ALAL-FALAH (twice) 
Come to success. 


ALLAHU AKBAR (twice) 
Allah is the greatest. 


LA ILAHA ILLALLAH (once) 
There is none worthy of worship except Allah. 


NOTE:- During the Adhan for Fajr prayer, the Mu’adhin should 
also recite the words given below after HAYYA ‘ALAL-FALAH. 


ASSALATU KHAIRUM-MINAN-NAUM (twice) 
Prayer is better than sleep. 


Q22 — How is ablution performed? 
A- 1. Washing the hands three times up to the wrist, first the 


right hand then the left. 

2. Rinsing the mouth by putting water three times. 

3. Cleaning out the nostrils with water three times. 

4. Washing the face three times. 

5. Washing the arms up to the elbows three times. 

6. Running of moist hands over the head then running the 
thumbs round the ears and wiping the insides. 

7. Washing the feet including the ankles three times, the right 
foot first then the left. 


Q23 — What is Tayammum? When is it performed and how? 
A- Tayammunm is a simple substitute for ablution which is 


performed in case of illness or non availability of water. 
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Patting the hands on clean dust or any article and then 
passing them over the face and over the hands. 


Q24 — What vitiates the ablution? 
A- 1. Passing wind. 

2. Urination. 
3. Passing stool. 
4. Sleeping in lying position. 
5. Menstruation and Ejaculation. 
6. Excessive bleeding and excessive vomiting. 

Q25 — Give the number of Rak’ats in the five daily prayers? 

A- Fajr prayer — Two Sunnah and two Fardh 
Zuhr prayer — Four Sunnah, four Fardh and again two Sunnah. 
Asr prayer — Four Fardh. 

Maghrib prayer — Three Fardh and two Sunnah. 
Isha prayer — Four Fardh, two Sunnah and three Witr. 
Q26 — What is Taraveeh prayer? 

A- It is the Nafila prayer in the month of Ramadhan, performed 
by offering eight Rak’ats after Isha prayer in congregation. It is 
for those who cannot offer Tahajjud prayer. 

Q27 — What is a “Fast”? 

A- It means abstention from eating, drinking and having sexual 

indulgences from dawn to dusk (sunset) in the cause of Allah. 
Q28 — Who are exempted from “Fasting”? 

A- The person who is sick or is on a journey, children, pregnant 

woman, suckling woman, when the woman is in period. 
Q29 — What is Zakat? 

A- This is the charity in the way of Allah prescribed upon the rich 
people. 

Q30 — What is I’tikaf? 

A- I’tikaf is to sit in the mosque, for the last ten days of 
Ramadhan devoting the time to the worship of Allah. 

Q31 — What is Hajj? 


A- Itis the pilgrimage to Mecca on specified dates at least once 

in a lifetime, when conditions are favorable. 
Q32 — What is Umra? 

A- Umra is a visit to Mecca at any time during the year in the 
state of Ihram, to perform Tawaf and Sa’ee claiming 
Talbiyyah. 

Q33 — What is Ihram? 

A- Every Pilgrim to Mecca has to wear two seamless sheets of 

cloth to perform Hajj or Umra called Ihram. 
Q34 — What is Talbiyyah? 

A- Talbiyyah is as below: 

Labbaika Allah-Humma Labbaika 

Labbaika La Sharika Laka Labbaika 

Innal Hamda Wannimata Walakal Mulk 

La Sharika Laka Labaika Allah-Humma Labbaik 

Translation:- 

Here am I, O Allah here am |; 

Here am I, Thou hast no associate, here am |; 

All praise and bounty are Thine; 

And Thine is the Kingdom; 

Thou hast no associate; here am I, O Allah here am lI. 
Q35 — What is Tawaf and how is it performed? 

A- Tawaf means performing seven circuits of the Kaaba, starting 
from the position in which the black stone is on one’s right. At 
the end of each circuit, the black stone should be kissed, if 
possible. 

Q36 — What does Sa’ee mean? 

A- Itis the running of a pilgrim between the two hills called Safa 

and Marwa, during the Hajj or Umra. 
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2- THE HOLY PROPHET MUHAMMAD (saw) 


Qi — When was the Holy Prophet Muhammad (May peace and 
blessings of Allah be upon him) born? 

A- He was born on 9° Rabi-ul Awal AD 571 in Mecca, Arabia. 

Q2 — What was the name of the tribe to which he belonged? 

A- He belonged to a tribe called Quraish. 

Q3 — What was the name of his father? 
A- His father’s name was Hadhrat Abdullah. 
Q4 —- What was the name of his mother? 
A- Her name was Hadhrat Amina. 
Q5 — When did his father die? 
A- He died few months before his birth. 
Q6 — When did his mother die? 

A- She died while he was only six years old. 

Q7 - Who took care of Muhammad (saw) when his mother died? 

A- His grandfather Abdul Muttalib took care of him. 

Q8 — At what age was the Holy Prophet (saw) when his grandfather 
died? 

A- His grandfather passed away when Muhammad (saw) was 
eight years old. 

Q9 — Who brought him up after the death of his grandfather? 
A- His uncle Abu Talib. 
Q10 — What was the name of the cave where Hadhrat Muhammad 
(saw) used to retire for meditation? 

A- The cave of Hira, near Mecca. 
Q11 — What do you mean by HALFUL-FADHUL? 

A- The Holy prophet (saw) had entered into an agreement to 
help the poor and suppressed people. Due to three Fazal 
named persons who were in this agreement it was called 
Halful Fadhul. 

Q12 — What was the name of his first Wife? 


A- Hadhrat Khadija (ra). 
Q13 — What was the age of the Holy Prophet (saw) when he married 
Hadhrat Khadija (ra)? 
A- He was 25 years old while Hadhrat Khadiha (ra) was 40 years 
old. 
Q14 — Name the wives of the Holy Prophet (saw)? 
A- 1. Hadhrat Khadija (ra) 
2. Hadhrat Juwairiyah (ra) 
. Hadhrat Sa’uda (ra) 
. Hadhrat Umme Salma (ra) 
. Hadhrat Ayesha (ra) 
. Hadhrat Maimoona (ra) 
. Hadhrat Zainab (ra)

Q16 — Name the daughters of the Holy Prophet (saw)? 
A- 1. Hadhrat Zainab (ra) 
2. Hadhrat Fatima (ra) 
3. Hadhrat Rugayya (ra) 
4. Hadhrat Umme Kalsum (ra) 
Q17 — What was the name of wet-nurse of the Holy Prophet (saw)? 
A- Her name was Hadhrat Haleema Sadia. 
Q18 — At what age did the Holy Prophet (saw) receive his first 
revelation of the Holy Quran? 
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A- At the age of forty years. 
Q19 — Who was Warga bin Naufal? 

A- He was a Christian hermit and was Hadhrat Khadija’s cousin. 
Q20 — When the Holy Prophet (saw) related the experience of his 
revelation to Wagar bin Naufal, what did he say? 

A- Waraqa said: ‘I am sure the angel who descended on Moses, 
has descended on you. | wish | would be alive to give you my 
support when your people will turn you out’. 

Q21 — Who said the following words and on what occasion, “God is 
my witness that even if they were to place the Sun on my right hand 
and the Moon on my left, | would not desist from preaching the 
truth for which God has sent me”? 

A- The Holy Prophet (saw) said these words, when disbelievers of 
Mecca offered everything to the Holy Prophet (saw) through 
Abu Talib and demanded not to talk against their idols. 

Q22 — What was the purpose of the Prophet’s visit to Ta’if? 

A- There came a time when it seemed impossible for the Holy 
Prophet (saw) to preach to the Meccans because of their 
strong opposition. So he decided to go to Ta’ if, (a town about 
35 miles from Mecca) to convey the divine message. 

Q23 — Who accompanied him on this journey? 

A- Hadhrat Zaid bin Thabit (ra) 

Q24 — What reception did the Holy Prophet (saw) receive from the 
people of Ta’if? 

A- Not only did the people of Ta’if ignore his message but they 

also pelted him with stones and drove him out of the town. 
Both the Holy Prophet (saw) and Zaid (ra) were injured. 
Q25 — What happened when the Holy Prophet (saw) was returning 
from Ta’ if? 

A- Allah sent an angel who said to him, “would you like that all 
those who treated you badly be destroyed?” The Holy 
Prophet (saw) said, “No, | hope that their children at last 
would accept Islam and worship the one true God”. 


Q26 — On his way back to Mecca he met a Christian slave ina 
vineyard, who became Muslim. What was his name? 

A- His name was Addas, a native of Nineveh. 

Q27 — What was the name of the slave who was freed and adopted 
by the Holy Prophet (saw)? 

A- Hadhrat Zaid bin Haritha (ra). 

Q28 — When the persecution of Meccans reached its climax where 
did the Muslims emigrate first? 

A- They migrated to Abyssinia (now Ethiopia), where the 
Christian king Negus was ruling. 

Q29 — Who were sent by the Meccans to claim the fugitives back 
from Abyssinia? 

A- Amarr ibn Aas and Abdullah bin Rabiyah. 

Q30 — What was the King’s reply? 
A- The King refused to hand over the Muslims to the Meccans. 
Q31 -— What do you know about the pledge at Aqbah? 

A- The Muslims of Medina met the Holy Prophet (saw) at a place 
called Aqbah at the time of Hajj and they took an oath of 
fidelity towards the Holy Prophet (saw). 

Q32 — When life was made impossible for him in Mecca where did 
he migrate? 

A- He migrated to Yathrab, later known as Medina. 

Q33 — How far is Medina from Mecca? 

A- The distance is about 270 miles north of Mecca. 

Q34 —- Who accompanied the Holy Prophet (saw) in this journey? 

A- Hadhrat Abu Bakar (ra). 

Q35 — Where did they take shelter? 
A- They took shelter in a cave called Thaur. 
Q36 — How long did they stay in the cave? 

A- For three nights. 

Q37 — What was the reward offered by Meccans to bring 
Muhammad (saw) back alive or dead to Mecca? 
A- The reward was one hundred camels. 
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Q38 — Who was Suragqa bin Malik? 

A- He was the person who chased the Holy Prophet (saw) when 
he migrated from Mecca to Medina, with the hope of getting 
the reward from Meccans. 

Q39 — What happened to Suraqa? 

A- As Suraqa came closer to the Holy Prophet (saw), his horse 
sank in the sand and he fell down. He got up, took out his 
arrows and consulted his luck in the old Arab fashion, but with 
no avail. He mounted his horse again and set out in pursuit. 
He again experienced the same calamity. Thus, Suraqa 
changed his mind and abandoned the pursuit. 

Q40 — What was the prophecy of the Holy Prophet (saw) about 
Suraqa bin Malik and when was it fulfilled? 

A- The Holy Prophet (saw) prophesied that Suraqa would have 
the gold bangles of the king of Iran on his wrists. This 
prophecy was fulfilled during the Khilafat of Hadhrat Umar 
(ra), when Iran and its treasures fell to Muslims. Hadhrat 
Umar (ra) called Suraga bin Malik and gave him the gold 
bangles to put on his wrists. Suraga said, “It is unlawful for 
men to put on gold ornaments”. Hadhrat Umar (ra) said, “To 
fulfill the prophecy of the Holy Prophet (saw), | see it lawful” 
then Suraga bin Malik put on the gold bangles on his wrists. 

Q 41 - Who was Abu Jahal? 

A- His name was Amar bin Hisham and his title was Abu Hikam 
(father of wisdom). He was an enemy of Islam. Because of his enmity 
to Islam, he was known as Abu Jahal (father of ignorance). 

Q42 - What do you know about Muakhat (brotherhood)? 

A- In order to rehabilitate the immigrants from Mecca, the Holy 
Prophet (saw) suggested that every Muslim from Medina 
should take a Meccan Muslim as his brother. This is known as 
“Muakhat” or brotherhood. 

Q43 — Where did the Holy Prophet (saw) stay when he reached 
Medina after migration? 
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A- He stayed at the house of Hadhrat Abu Ayyub Ansari (ra). 
Q44 —- Which was the first mosque built after Hijrah? 

A- The Quba Mosque. It was situated about two miles from 
Medina. 

Q45 — What was the name of the first battle between the Muslims 
and the Non-Muslims? 

A- The battle of Badar. 

Q46 — When was the battle of Badar fought? 

A- One year after Hijrah at a place called Badar. 

Q47 — What was the number of Muslims and the enemy? 

A- The Muslims were 313 and the enemy was 1000. 

Q48 — Who gave the following statement and on which occasion 
“We will fight to the right of you and to the left of you, we will fight 
in front of you and behind of you. We assure you that the enemy 
won’t be able to get at you without stepping over our dead 
bodies”? 

A- These words were uttered by Miqdad bin As’wad. Just before 
the battle of Badar. 

Q49 — Name the tribes living in Medina during the time of the Holy 
Prophet (saw)? 

A- There were two tribes of Muslims, Aus and Khezraj and three 
tribes of Jews called Banu Qainga, Banu Nazir and Banu 
Quraiza. 

Q50 — When was the battle of Uhud fought? 

A- This battle took place in 3 AH, when the Meccans returned to 

revenge their previous defeat in the battle of Badar. 
Q51 — How many Muslims took part in this battle? 

A- First, they were one thousand later on they were reduced to 
700. 

Q52 — Why was the number reduced to 700? 

A- The Holy Prophet (saw) asked his companions whether they 
would like to fight the enemy inside Medina or outside of it. 
All of them agreed to fight outside the city of Medina but 
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Abdullah bin Ubayy (the leader of hypocrites) said, “We 
should fight inside Medina”. His proposal was rejected that is 
why he withdrew his 300 men. 
Q53 — Who attacked the Muslims from the rear in the Battle of 
Uhud? 

A- He was Khalid bin Waleed who later became a great Muslim 
General. 

Q54 — What happened to Hadhrat Talha (ra) in this battle? 

A- Hadhrat Talha (ra) a companion of the Holy Prophet (saw) saw that 
the arrows of the enemy were all directed towards the face of the 
Holy Prophet (saw). He stretched out his arm to shield the face of his 
beloved master and he lost his hand. 

Q55 — When was the battle of Ditch (Ahzab) fought? 

A- It was fought in 5'* AH It is known as the battle of the Ditch 
because in this battle a ditch was dug around the city of 
Medina according to the suggestion given by Hadhrat Salman 
(ra), the Persian. 

Q56 — What do you know about the Bait-e-Rizwan (pledge of 
acquiring the Pleasure of Allah Almighty)? 

A- During the negotiations which led to the treaty of Hudaibiyya, 
a rumor was spread that Hadhrat Usman (ra) who was leading 
a Muslim envoy to the disbelievers had been murdered by the 
Meccans. On hearing this, the Holy Prophet (saw) called upon 
the Muslims who were 1500 to take an oath that they would 
not go back save as victors. The Holy Prophet (saw) was sitting 
under a tree when all 1500 Muslims took an oath at his hand. 
This pledge is known as Bait-e-Rizwan. 

Q57 — When was the treaty of Hudaibiyya signed and who were the 
parties to it? 

A- It was a peace treaty between Muslims and Meccans granting 
the Muslims the right to enter Mecca for Hajj next year and 
putting an end to the ongoing war. It was signed at a place 
called Hudaibiyya in 6" AH 


Q58 — How many Muslims accompanied the Holy Prophet (saw) 
when he conquered Mecca? 

A- They were ten thousand. 

Q59 — How many idols were placed in Kaaba? 

A- The number of the idols was 360. The Muslims smashed 
these. 

Q60 — Which verse of the Holy Quran did the Holy Prophet (saw) 
recite at that time? 

A- “Truth has come and falsehood has vanished away. Falsehood 
does indeed vanish fast”. 

Q61 — What treatment did the Holy Prophet (saw) give the Meccans 
after entering Mecca as a victor? 

A- The Holy Prophet (saw) announced forgiveness for the 
Meccans saying, “LA TATHREEBA ALAIKUM-UL-YAUM” (no 
reproach shall lie on you this day) 

Q62 — Who was granted the title of “THE SWORD OF ALLAH”? 

A- Hadhrat Khalid bin Waleed (ra) 

Q63 — What is meant by Hijjatul Wida? 

A- It was the last Hajj performed by the Holy Prophet (saw). 

Q64 — Name five of the rulers to whom the Holy Prophet (saw) sent 
letters inviting them to Islam. 

A- 1. The Roman Emperor. 

2. The King of Iran. 

3. The King of Egypt. 

4. The King of Abyssinia. 

5. The Chief of Bahrain. 
Q65 — How did the Emperor of Abyssinia react when he received the 
letter from the Holy Prophet (saw)? 

A- The Emperor showed great respect for it. 

Q66 — What was the reaction of the King of Iran when the letter 
from the Holy Prophet (saw) was read out to him? 
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A- The king of Iran stood up in anger, tore the letter into pieces 
and ordered the viceroy of Yemen to arrest the Holy Prophet 
(saw). 
Q67 — What did the Holy Prophet (saw) say when he heard this 
report? 
A- He said, “What the King of Iran did to my letter, God will do 
the same to his kingdom”. 
Q68 — How did the above mentioned prophetic words came true? 
A- The king Khusroo Parvez was murdered by his own son Yazad 
Gard. The new Emperor revoked the orders of arrest of the 
Holy Prophet (saw). Later on Muslim forces smashed this 
great empire into pieces. 


Q69 — Who was the commander of the Muslim forces in the battle 
of Mauta? 

A- Zaid bin Haritha (ra). 

Q70 — What were the instructions of the Holy Prophet (saw) about 
the command in the battle of Mauta? 

A- The Holy Prophet (saw) said, “If Zaid was killed, Ja’far bin Abi 
Talib would take over. If Ja’far was killed, Abdullah bin 
Rawaha would succeed him. If Abdullah was killed, the 
Muslims were to choose their own commander whom they 
liked. 

Q71 — What really happened to the commanders of the Muslims in 
the battle? 

A- First Zaid was killed, then Ja’far and at last, Abdullah sacrificed 
his life. Then Khalid bin Waleed was chosen the commander 
of the Muslims. 

Q72 — Why did the Holy Prophet (saw) get a ring? 

A- Because he needed a stamp to put on the letters written to 
the kings. 

Q73 — Which materials did they use to make the ring? 

A- Silver. 
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Q74 — What was written on the ring? 

A- ‘Muhammad Rasul ullah’ 

On the bottom, MUHAMMAD, in the middle RASUL, and on 
the top ALLAH 
Q75 — Where is this ring now? 

A- During the time of Hadhrat Usman bin Affan (ra) the ring fell 
down in a well and in spite of making a lot of effort it was 
never recovered. 

Q76 — When did the Holy Prophet (saw) die? 

A- The Holy Prophet (saw) died on 26" of May AD 632 at the age 

of 63 years in Medina and was buried there. 
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3- HADHRAT ABU BAKAR (ra) 


Qi - Who was elected as Khalifa (successor) after the death of Holy 
Prophet (saw)? 

A- Hadhrat Abu Bakar (ra). 
Q2 — What was his full name? 

A- Abdullah bin Abi Qahafa. He was commonly known as Abu 
Bakar.

A- He was born in AD 572. 

Q4 - Why was he given the title of the SIDDEEQ? 

A- He was the first man to confirm the truth of the claim of the 
Holy Prophet (saw), and thus he earned the title of SIDDEEQ.

A- He was the father-in-law of the Holy Prophet (saw). 

Q6 — Who was in the company of the Holy Prophet (saw), during his 
migration journey from Mecca to Medina? 

A- Sayedena Abu Bakar Siddeeq (ra). 

Q7 - Who was the companion of the Holy Prophet (saw), who took 
refuge in the cave of “Thaur’? 
A- Hadhrat Abu Bakar Siddeeq (ra). 
Q8 — What was his sacrifice at the battle of Mauta? 

A- Hadhrat Abu Bakar Siddeeq (ra) sacrificed all his belongings. 
Q9 — Who was leading the prayers during the illness of the Holy 
Prophet (saw)? 

A- Hadhrat Abu Bakar Siddeeq (ra). 
Q10 — What was his biggest job during his Khilafat? 

A- He collected various pieces of skin, leaves and slates at one 
place for the preservation of the Holy Quran and also, he was 
able to unite the Muslims under the system of Khilafat in 
Islam. 

Q11 -— When did he pass away? 
A- He passed away on the 23"¢ August, AD 634. 


Q12 — What was the duration of his Khilafat? 
A - He remained Khalifa for a little over 2 years

So much so that one 
day he took a sword and left his house with the intention to 
kill the Holy Prophet (saw). On his way, someone told him to 
first deal with his own sister and brother-in-law, who had 
accepted Islam. He went straight to them and knocked at their 
door, he could hear the Holy Quran being recited inside the 
house. He became furious and started beating his brother-in- 
law, and wounded his sister who tried to protect her husband. 
His wounded sister said in a resolute voice, “Umar! You may 
beat us as much as you like, but we are not going to change 
our faith”. This made him calm down and he asked them to 
recite a portion of the Holy Quran for him. He was so moved 
by the Quranic verses that his eyes filled with tears. He went 
straight to the Holy Prophet (saw) and accepted Islam at his 
hands.

(saw)? 
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A- He participated in all the battles with Holy Prophet (saw). 
Q8 — Which of the countries came under Muslim rule during his

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FORTY (40 AHADITH) SAYINGS OF 
THE HOLY PROPHET (saw) 


Hadith means the sayings and the deeds of the Holy Prophet (saw) the 
plural of hadith is Ahadith. Ahadith were narrated by the companions 
of the Holy Prophet (saw) and Muslim narrators. The Ahadith were 
collected long after the blessed lifetime of the Holy Prophet (saw). 


The importance to memorize the hadith is that the Holy Prophet (saw) 
said; ‘Who ever memorize at least forty Ahadith, for the welfare of the 
people, Allah Almighty will raise him up as a jurist and religious divine 
on the Day of Resurrection, and | will be his intercessor with Allah and 
a witness to his faith”. (Beihiqi) 


Here are forty Ahadith for the welfare of the believers. May Allah 
Almighty bless us all. 


HADITH NO. 1 
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Six Articles of Faith 

Narrated by Hadhrat ‘Umar bin Al-Khattab, (Allah be pleased with 
him): said the Holy Prophet (peace of Allah be on him and His 
blessings), “The requirements of Faith are that thou should believe in 
Allah and in His Angels and in His Books and in His Prophets and in the 
Last Day, i.e., the Day of Requital, and that thou should also believe in 
Allah’s Determination of good and in His Determination of evil.” 
(Muslim) 


HADITH NO. 2 
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Five Pillars of Islam 
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Narrated by Hadhrat ‘Abdullah bin ‘Umar, Allah be
